New York, October 29. 

A Chattanooffs letter to the Herald says 
that deserters continna to come into oar lines, 
noiwithstandicR the extraordinary measures 
taken by Oen. Bragff to prevent tbem. Nine 
men, one a C’mmUsioned officer (Tennessee- 
ans). came in yesterday. The officer, who is 
iatelliirent and apparently honest, tells a tale 
which is chccrinff and inspiring ali good 
Union men, and which corroborates previous 
information. He says a fall brigade of 'Ten* 
Dcfisce.an8, with their General at.their heaJ,at- 
temp’ed to come through to our lines in a 
body one day last week, and that a division of 
stannch rebels was called om to prevent tnem. 
A fiitht of the most sanguinary character en- 
sued, in which artillery, mnsketry and bayn- 
neu were used for three or four hoars, result- 
ing in the overoowering of the discontented 
TeDiie'^seeaus alter some eight hundred men 
on bulb sides had been slaughtered. 

The sound of the cannon was distinctly 
heard in our lines at the time, bat nobody 
coaid explain the phenomenon of the brisk 
fire SO rlosc to the enemy’s rear. The officers 
say the matter was hushed, and has since 
been kept so quiet that the extremes of 
Bragg’s army know nothing deflnile about it. 
Bragg’s distrust of his Tennessee and Georgia 
troops is perhaps an explanation of his delay 
in attacking the place. 

Major General Gordon Granger takes com- 
mand of the 4th corps to-day. 

Thomas and Granger, who are now univer- 
sally acknowledged the saviors of the arms, 
arc to each have a splendid corps, three di 
visions in each, with able commanders at their 
head. Brigades will probably be composed of 
not less than nine regiments each; in fact, the 
whole machinery of the army, when organ- 
iz :d, will be less complicated and more effec- 
tive. 

The health of the army, notwithstanding 
the labor and anxiety it has experienced, is 
very good. 

A large field hospital is established in a 
lovely valley, two miles from the town, north 
of the river, and the sick receive the best of 
care aud food. 

Cape Race, October 29. 

The steamship Germaine, from Hamburg, 
via Southampton the 21st, passed Cape Race 
this morning, and was boarded by the news 
yacht. Her dates are three days later. 

Great Britain . — The British Admiralty had 
decided to construct a new squadron oi iron 
gnnboat.s, armor-plated double screw propell- 
ers, to be armed with two heavy Armstrong 
guns. 

The Alabama, Georgia and Tnscarora con- 
tinue ernisiog around the coast of the Cape 
of Gooil Hope. 

The Vanderbilt bad arrived at the Cape in 
pursuit of the Alabama, and was repairing in 
Simon’s Biy. 

C-Totain Semmes has sold the sea bark Sea 
Bride. 

No further captures have been made by 
rebel vessels. Captain Semmes will not, 
from motives of policy, seek an engagement 
with the Vanderbilt, bnt if his vessel should 
he blockaded in Simon’s Biy, he will endeav- 
or to elude her as she did the San Jacinto at 
Martinique. Captsii Semmes is of the opin- 
ion that the Vanderbilt is very mnch faster 
than the Alabama, and that if she should 
come to close quarters be could not get away 
from her. 

France participated in the negotiations up- 
on the PoUffi question, and states that Austria 
end Eoglaud are endeavoring to come to an 
understauding on the subject of an identical 
note. 

France awits the result of these nesrotia 
lions. Europe knows that France will ad- 
here to every act according with existing cir- 
cumstances and satisfying public opinion in 
Europe, which the agreement of the three 
Powers desire to. represent.

Washington, October 29. 

Within the past day Gen. Meade has made 
sc ms changes in the position of his forces, 
louking to the better protection of those en- 
gaged in the reconstruction of the Orange and 
Alexandria railroad. While this change was 
being eff .cted, at about three o’c’oek yester- 
day morning, the rebels made a demonstra- 
tion acaiost the sixth cori 3, but nothing far- 
ther was accomplished than drawing in onr 
pickets a shoit dutance, when the rebels re- 
treated.

Dreadful Scene at an Execntlon in 
Warsaw. 

The following description of ore of the 
late exeentions in Warsaw is irom an eye 
witness, writing in the Schlessische Zeitnng: 

I bad been to the five places, and every 
where found a nnmerons assemblage of spec- 
tators. At length I proceeded to Bank square 
to witness the execntlon of Kosinski , as he 
was stated to be the youngest of the five who 
were to be exeented, and I therefore expected 
that he would show the least firmness The 
procession appeared abont balf-past 
nine. It consisted of a common cart 
on which Kosinski sat, with a Capuchin 
monk opposite to him, both ap- 
pearing to be deeply engaged in confl- 
dentiai talk, and a detachment of gendarmes 
snd Uhians. The cart stopped at a stake near 
the bank buildings, and a loud cry of anguish 
came from the crowd, Kcainski, a yonib of 
oiueteen years at most, stepped quietly to the 
ground, and looked around him in a friendly 
way and with evident calmness. Ills smiling 
face only became clouded when the crowd 
gave vent to their emotion in loud cries aud 
soba. At a .siga-al from the commanding (.ffi'oer 
the band began to play, and an usher who held 
a paper in his band read with aloud voice some 
thing, which was probably the sentence, but 
which was not beard on acc-ouut of the music. 
It was now a quarter to ten. The Capuchin 
monk, who had also alighted from the cart and 
had placed himself near Kosinski, now gave 
him a small cnicifix. Kosinski kissed the 
crucifix reverently, and afterward the monk’s 
band. Two proves s now led him to the 
stake, bound his arms tightly to it, and tied a 
bandage over bis eyes. While these terrible 
preparations were going on, the handsome 
features of the young man again cleared np. 
The officer now gave the word of command, 
and twelve soldiers of the Grenadier Guard 
came foiward. I closed my eyea invol- 
untarily, and only opened them after I 
bad btard the volley fired. I saw the body 
of Kosinski sta.gger, and then slowly re- 
cover itseP. Strange to say, the grenadiers, 
whether from awkwardness or on purpose, 
had aimed badly, and only bit the unfortun- 
ate man’s legs. He was living still. Two sol- 
diers then came cl03c to him, and fired two or 
three shots with their revolvers at his chest. 
Then only Kooinski fell. The sound of weep- 
ing and moaning tilled iLeair. The body was 
then taken up by the gendarm :s ^nd thrown 
on the cart, which slowly drove away. The 
blood had flowed abnndrnt'y, and as some 
plaster had come off on the slake, two plas- 
terers immediately came forward and plas- 
tered up the spot there and then. Forbidden 
arms had been found on these young men — 
an offense which perhapt deserved punish 
meat, but surely not that of death.

A Cairo letter under date of the 36ih says that 
the steamers Almira, Lady Walton and Kaskaskia, 
were sold here to-day by the United States mar- 
shal. 1 hey had been condemned as prizes to the 
nary. The Almira waa bought by some Eastern 
men at $8,00U. The Lady Walt n was bought by 
Messrs. Balliday A Bros., at $3,SC), and sabse- 
quentiy sold by them at $5,000. The Kaskaskia 
was bought by Mr. W. U. Thompson, of Padneah 
(late iprinclpal owner of the Mattie), for $1,300. 
He raised steam and started with her for Padneah 
this evening. 

The Navy Department haa leased the marine 
railways at Mound City, and the navy yard may be 
removed from Cairo. If this shonld be done, it 
will gladden the hearts of all steamhoatmea, as 
the navy yard at present shnta them out from the 
flee of thr< e-fourths of the rock wharf here; and, 
in fact, between the army and navy, there is no 
place where a steamer can land against the bank, 
unless in some mndhole. 

We learn that the Key West No. 3, on her 
way from St. lonis to the South, on government 
bosinesB, struck a snag in the Mississippi river, 
abont twenty-five miles above Cape Girardeau, 
Monday morning and sunk in deep water. She 
had on board sixty tons of ammunition and three 
hundred tons of other government freight. The 
entire toss to the government will not Call short of 
$110D00.
